It was the last grand review of ihe| 


wartime armies, the Victory paradc, 
the last chance for the hundreds of 
thousands of men, women an chil- 
dren jammed along the route to 
voice appreciation of the valor and 
daring of that army, and they made 
the most of it. 

The procession reached its climax 
as the Commander in Chief passed 
through the Victory arch toward the 
reviewing stand where Vice-Presi- 
dent Marshall stood represerting 
President Wilson to receive the Gen- 
eral’s salute. Behind him the picked 
thousands of the composite regiment, 
“Pershing’s Own,’’ formed a wall of 
bronzed faces as they swung into line 
with machine-like precision. The 
Gin was deafening as they passed, 
the First Division swinging -along 

veteran stridedhgough the great 
archway behind them. 
Groomed to Perfection. 

From the General himself to the 
last man of the tank battalion that 
brought up the rear of the. marching 
column, this perfected fighting ma- 
chine, a shock division of the Amer- 
ican army in the war, was groomed 
to regular army perfection. Men, 
horses, guns and machines to the last 
buckle’ and the final touch of paint 
were completely equipped and spot- 
less for inspection, 

‘There was no need of war-worn 
gear to tell of their deeds, the gleam 
of gold chevrons on every arm, the 
ribbons of decorations for valor on 
their colors and breasts, the marks 
that spoke of wounds received that 
were sprinkled through the whole 
command, and, above all, the proud 
knowledge in the hearts of the thou- 
sands that cheered them, made that 
unnecessary. 

Every Government department and 
commercial house was closed. Hours 
before the parade up Pennsylvania 
avenue was ready to start every 
street was pouring its thousands to 
lina the sidewalks and fill the re- 
viewing stands. 

At the Treasury, bestriding the 
wide reach of upper Pennsylvania 
avenue, stood the triumphal arch. 
At the entrance to the court were

Setting aside military customs, 
Gen. Pershing and his staff arranged 
not to turn out of line until the last 
stand had been passed, when the 
progtam was to turn back to join 
Vice President Marshall and the 
group of Government and diplomatic 
Officials on the official stand before | 
the White House. 

For Gen. Pershing himself, the na- 
tional reception ceremonies will not 
end until tomorrow, when he will be 
tendered an honor rarely bestowed, 
& public reception by Congress in the 
name of thé nation. A joint resolu- 
tion expressing the gratitude of Con- 
gress to him and to the officers and 
men of his army was passed yester-~- 
day by both houses. At the last mo- 
ment, in keeping with the demo- 
cratic ideals of the nation, it was 
decided not to present him with a

6152 Licenses Issuedl Between Jan. 1 
and Sept. 1—Raush Attributed to 
Return of Service Men. 

The year 1919 promises to estab- 
lish a record locally for marriages, 
according to License Clerk Ruedi, 
whcse books show that 6152 mar- 
riage licenses were issued in Bt. 
Louis between Jan. 1 and Sept. 1. 
This is the largest number of li- 
censes issued in any similar period 
and if the rush continues Rueci es- 
timates that the number will exceed 
9000 for the year. 

The previous high record was es- 
tablished in 1917, when 86550 li- 
censes were issued.

Lack of Freight and Ineffi- 
ciency in Operation Re- 
sults in Disappointment 
for Advocates. 
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FAILS NOW TO PAY 
FOR WAGES AND OIL 


Backers Convinced by Year's 
Record ‘That Corrective 

- Measures Would Turn Loss 
to Benefit for Middle West. 


The Government River Service, 
which is the experiment of the Rail- 
road ‘Administration to determine 
whether the Mississippi River has a 
rightful place in the transportation 
system of the country, is this month 
completing the first year of operation 
of its five towboats and 29 barges. 

The cost of the service has been 
nearly $500,000 in excess of its 
earnings from freight carried. Fig- 
ures for the first eight months, fur- 
mished in Washington: to the 
Chamber of Commerce upon request, 
show the cost of operation to have 
been $612,64K%61, receipts $242,- 
167.56, or a deficit of $370,491.61. 
The ratio of receipts to expenditures 
has not been bettered materially, if 
at all, in the remaining four 
months. 

The bencfit derived by shippers 
has been a saving of less than $90.,- 
000 in freight charges compared with 
the charge had they shipped by rail. 

This showing is a disappointment 
to those who have labored long to 
obtain a trial of the Mississippi. None 
expected that the operation would 
be profitable because the equipment, 
gathered in a war emergency, is old 
and ill-suited to the requirements 
upon it. However, none expected 
that the boats would fail to earn 
enough to pay for the fuel oil to 
propel them and the wages of the 
crews to.man them. Yet the costs 
of actual operation of the boats 
algne exceeded the receipts from 
freight by $184,032. 

Depends on Mississippi Trade. 

The concern of St. Louis that the 
effort to prove its knowledge that 
the river is a workable asset shall 
not fail has prompted the Post-Dis- 
patch to inquire what cause brought 
about figures unfavorable to the 
cause of this and other cities of the 
Mississippi Valley. A boat line on 
the Lower Mississippi is the trunk 
on which the water transportation 
on the Ohio, the Illinois, the Upper 
Mississippi and the Missouri rivers 
must grow. If the trunk shrivels, 
the whole tree dies. 

It appears that the causes of fail- 
ure’ of the River Service financially 
to reach expectations come broadly 
under two heads: 

1. Lack of freight. 
2. Inefficiencies in the opera- 
tion. 

The barge line carried 85,850 tons 
of freight from September, 1918, to 
September, 1919. The capacity of 
the line to carry in a balanced op- 
eration during that period was 165.,- 
800 tons, nearly twice the amoun: it 
did carry. The loading capacity of 
the fleet in that period was nearly 
200,000 tons. If the boats had been 
loaded to a workable capacity, their 
revenue return would have been 
doubled, enough to have paid their 
running cost, 

Obviously the lack of cargo was 
due either to failure of shippers to 
volunteer their freight, or failure of 
the traffic department of the Rivey 
Service to obtain it. 

Foundation Necessary. 

Shippers have been unaccustomed 
to volunteering freight to any car- 
rier. Railroads built business on 
competition. Competition meant 
the going of traffic representatives 
to shippers to explain the advan- 
tages of shipment by some particu- 
lar road. The River Service, whils 
an enterprise deserving public sac- 
rifice if necessary to establish if. 
must stand on a business bottom. 

When the River Service was 
opened shippers in St. Louis knew 
in @ vague way that freight service 
ata 20 per cent differential «inder 
rail rates was offered them. They 
know nothing of the character of 
the service. The principal source 
of information was the public press. 
The River Service sent no one to 
inform them. Traffic managers vere 
unwilling to disturb tried channels 
of shipping for a service they did 
not know. This condition prevailea 
in St. Louis from September until 
January. Meanwhile, several tows 
of the service had gone downstream 
with less than capacity loads. In 
January a representative of the traf- 
fie department was instalHied in St. 
Louis and he began to visit the ship- 
pers. More freight began to go to 
the river. Shippers were being cdu- 
cated to the barre line. . 

Not Enough *Freight Yct. 

Still, the freight was not satisfac- 
tory in volume. Capacity. cargoes of

The Rail- 
road Administration, as early as 
December, had approved the prin- 
ciple that the barge line could offer 
joint rates with rail lines. 

When the schedules desired 
St. Louis were submitted, 
brought early response from the 
Railroad Administration that such 
rates would be granted at such iime 
as proper jferminals for the inter- 
change of freight between rail and 
river were provided. 

Quickly Promises Terminals. 

No such terminals exist. The 
River Service has provided none. It 
was not until the Railroad Adminis- 
tration pointed out that rates with- 
out terminals were of no benefit that 
the River Service appealed to Direc- 
tor-General Hines for terminals. 
He replied that he would supply the 
approximately $3,000,000 needed 
for the terminals. There is no rea- 
son to believe that the rates could 
not have been asked eight months 
earlier, the reply received, Hines’ 
aid sought and obtained and _ the 
rates might now be ready. It ap- 
pears that the River Service has lost 
one year’s time. 

The rates must now await term- 
inals. Terminals have not progressed 
beyond the stage of plans. This de- 
lay is at a time when the problem is 
not one of furnishing capacity 
freight for a fleet of 200,000 tons a 
year capacity, but of furnishing ca- 
pacity freight for.a fleet of 1,000,000 
tons 4 year, the'first barges of which 
arrived in St. Louis last night. 

The failure of the River Service to 
provide rates that would bring to it- 
self great -olumes of freight explains 
in a measure the lack of shippers t. 
fully accept the river as a public en- 
terprise to be fostered even at incon- 
venience has also contributed som2 
what to the lack, but the inability to 
ship as they desire has put them 
out of sympathy with the River 
Service traffic department. 

Shipments From North Permitted. 

However, certain river and rai!

The upstream 
movement in August was only 38056 
tons. Further, of the 59,325 ‘tons 
originating in St. Louis and the up- 
per valley, about 65 per cent has 
been grain. This is within the con- 
trol of the United States Grain Cor- 
poration, whose business comes to 
the river service without  solicita- 
tion by the traffic department. The 
head of the Grain Corporation is 
Julius Barnes, in private life a busi- 
ness partner of G. A. Tomlinson, Di- 
rector of Inland Waterways, who 
recently visited St. Louis and New 
Orleans on an inspection of the serv- 
ice. Tomlinson asks Barnes for 
grain and Barnes sends it to tho 
river.

CORPUS CHRISTI, Tex., Sept. 17. 


—Fifteen additiona) storm victims 
were brought to the temporary 
morgues here today, bringing the 
known death list in this city up to 
62 as a result of the tropical hurri- 
cane which swept this section last 
Sunday. The total known dead now 
exceeds 160, including 50 at Port- 
land, 30 at White Paint and 14 at 


Rockport, according to reports here. 
Estimates here place the loss of life 
at Corpus Christi, Port Aransas and 
Aransas Pass at about 250. The 
bodies being recovered are in such 
condition that identification will be 
almost impossible. A drenching rain 
began falling this forenoon, handi- 
capping relief workers and adding to 
the suffering of the homeless. Hun- 
dreds are suffering from exposure or 
injury. 
Train of Army Supplies. -¢ 

A train load of army supplies ar- 
rived at Corpus Christi early today 
under command of Lieutenant- 
Colonel John <A. Porter, Quarter- 
master’s Corps, who directed relief 
work in Galveston following the 
great 1900 storm. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Porter pub- 
lished an order today officially tak- 
ing charge of the situation in the 
Corpus Christi district, which  in- 
cludes Aransas Pass, Port Aransas, 
Portland, Gregory, Flower Bluff, 
Rockport and the immediate vicin- 
ity.

A NEW CONSTITUTION BY PETITION. 


A plan to revise the State Constitution under the 
initiative is taking shape and has already made some 
progress. 

The proposal cannot be denied sympathetic reception. 
The faults and deficiencies of the present instrument 
are of universal knowledge. The desire of an over- 
whelming number of' Missourians for a reconstructed 
and improved instrument has made itself known with 
as much emphasis as it is possible for any popular 


flouted the demand, treated with contempt the advo- 
cates of a necessary revision, refused arrogantly even 
to permit the voters to pronounce on the proposition. 
As frivolous a reason that one party might have 
fewer delegates than the other in a revision conven- 
tion has been assigned for the rejection of all pro- 
posals looking to a new instrument. 

Laborious and long-continued effort for a revision 
after the traditional method having failed, how is 
Missouri to obtain a better Constitution unless under 
the initiative? That device has been placed at the 
people’s disposal especially to be used after notorious 
and persistent neglect on the part of the Legislature 
to do its duty. 

The plan is not to pass by initiative an enaoling 
act for a revision corivention, but to cause the prep- 
aration of a series of amendments and their sub- 
mission by petition after full publicity. 

Attempted revision by piecemeal] through amend- 
ment has not been attended by a happy fortune in the 
past, but inimical conditions have undergone a change 
for the better. With prohibition out of the way the 
initiated amendments ought to have an excellent 
prospect of adoption. 


RATES AND RIVER TRAFFIC. 

The bill outlined in the Committee on Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce of the House of Representa- 
tives, requiring the railroads to give joint rail and 
river rates, with through bills of lading, for river 
shipments, touches the vital necessity of river 
traffic. 

Unless the river traffic has differential joint rates 
to every point reachable by rail and river, river trans- 
portation will be a failure. It will again be killed by 
the railroads. Rates should now be obtained from 
the railroad administration and they should be pro- 
tected by legislation and by Government control of 
river traffic.

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TEXAS AFTER THE GREAT GULP STORM. 

The great storm that has swept gulf coasts fur- 
nishes a reason which all will appreciate for the per- 
manent maintenance of the Red Cross at its present 
high state of organization and efficiency. 

Early estimates of the loss are likely, as ts usual, 
to be exaggerated, but this storm of an intensity 
having few parallels has a place among the great dis- 
asters of recent years, due to natural causes. Gal- 
veston was fortified this time against its fury, but 
it brought great distress to gulf communities farther 
south. Tha needs of the victims have an especial 
appeal for St. Louis. 

To relieve the first discomfort caused by the prop- 
erty damage and provide for those left dependent by 
injury and death, money is needed, but we are not 
compelled to rely on a haphazard, improvised or- 
ganization to collect the money and distribute ineffi- 
ciently and wastefully the means of relief. The Red 
Cross, one of whose objects is to minimize suffering 
after just such a disaster due to the elements, has a 
machinery in readiness that may be put in instant 
operation. On the first receipt of the dismaying news 
from Texas, two workers of the American Red Cross’ 
Southwestern Division left St. Louis for that State 
to determine the extent of the need and take prompt 
measures of relief. Thanks to the popular generosity 
of the past, there are funds that may be drawn on 
for emergency use without waiting for public sub- 
scriptions. 

The Texans who have been hard hit have a par- 
ticular claim on us. Sympathetic St. Louis may be 
depended on to do its share toward meeting the total 
relief bill, whatever its total. The duty of liberal, 
all-the-year-round support for the Red Cross is made 
plain. 
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The aviator who went up in the air 34,000 feet didn’t 
go up as high as some Senators go in search of ar- 
guments against the League and the treaty. 
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DEMANDS OF HOSPITAL WORKEBS. 

City hospital employes may have grievances re- 
quiring adjustment, but a strike would be a pecu- 
liarly brutal method for winning their case. A suc- 
cessful strike of such workers would necessarily im- 
pose acute distress upon invalids dependent upon the 
ministrations of others. In many instances, presum- 
ably, the outcome would be fatal. 

One of the claims ‘set forth by the hospital em- 
ployes—that of a six-day week—is conceded by all en- 
lightened opinion. Every worker should have one 
day of rest out of seven. That is minimum fairness. 
The seven-day week is extravagant. It makes for in- 
efficiency. It is a mistake from every viewpoint. 

The same cannot be said of the eight-hour day 
which the city hospital employes are demanding. In 
employment which calls for the sustained utmost of 
the worker, whether of brain or brawn, the eight- 
hour day is the efficient limit. But there are manv 
tinds of employment in which actual work is inter- 
mittent, where the employe, for a great part of the 
time, is simply present. There is no parallel between 
that kind of work and the job that exacts all the 
worker has to give. The claim for an eight-hour 
simply because somebody else has an eight-hour day, 
is neither sound nor reasonable. Hours should be 
fairly adjusted. 

The city hospital employes should be adequately 
naid, of course, which in this instance includes prop- 
r food.

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A DANGEROUS SUGGESTION. 

The head of a big publishing house in New York 
is quoted as saying that the only cure he can see 
for the industrial crisis which appears to be ap- 
proaching on account of unreasonable demands by 
labor is a three-months’ shutdown by some of the 
larger industries. In connection with this statement, 
it is said that several of the important magazine and 
periodical publishers have decided to close up for a 
veriod of three months. 

Such a cure might be worse in effect than the dis- 
ease for which it is prescribed. It is predicated on 
the ancient and discredited theory that capital can do 
as it pleases with industries upon which wage earn- 
ers must rely for their daily bread. To close such 
industries for three months, or even for one month, 
would be an arbitrary act, threatening starvation to 
all wage earners involved, whether they were loyal 
or not. It would, of course, never be contemplated if 
the owners and managers of such industries expected 
the shutdown to bring suffering to themselves and 
those dependent on them for support. 

In the present temper of the workers, such a sug- 
gestion, coming so near winter, can only supply the 
radical labor agitators with new ammunition. To 
actually put it in effect would be to invite revolution. 
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GERMANY’S WORN-OUT ANCHOR CHAINS 

Admiral von Tirpitz sobs in his memoirs over the 
uselessness during the war of the German fleet he 
created. He says: 


For the greater part of the war there lay idle in 
our harbors a fleet of 40 armored ships, of which 
more than half were superdreadnoughts, and 100 
torpedo ‘boats, wearing out anchor chains while 
Germany was fighting for existence. The men on 
board these vessels were of the sturdiest German 
stock, eager to help us to victory or to die 


While some subordinate German naval commanders 
in small raiders performed individual acts of re- 
sourcefulness and gallantry, the general navy policy 
of the all highest is one of the mysteries of the Ger- 
man mind during the conflict. However, it enabled 
results to work out in accordance with the theorems 
as to naval power laid down by Admiral Mahan. And 
if the anchor chains in the end were rusty and worn 
and almost valueless, a lot of fine ships were care- 
fully preserved to be turned over practically unin- 
jured to the triumphant allies. 
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Defending the President against the charge of be- 
traying the 14 points, Gen. Smuts says Mr. Wilson did 
“most of all towards restoring peace.” But unlike a

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ABOUT RUSSIA. 

If it is true that the allies have decided to get 
out of Russia, that decision will be hailed here 
with more acclaim than it will meet even in 
Russia herself. After all, Russia is having 
nothing worse than a war to determine wheth- 
er the Bolshevists or the other fellows shall 
run the country. It has never been possible for 
the people of the United States to see what busi- 
ness the allies had taking sides in that matter. 
All of. us had our favorite side, of course; but 
that was another thing. It was not very hard 
to make out that while the war with Germany 
remained undecided, the Bolshevists might aid 
Germany by giving her allied supplies sent to 
Archangel; but even that reason, which seems 
never to have had any basis of fact, failed us 
when Germany collapsed. It has been said for 
our own participation in Siberia that except for 
John Stevens, who has been keeping the Trans- 
siberian Railroad open, there would be terrible 
famine in Russia; which gave what we were do- 
ing on that front a sort of humanitarian tinge. 
However, nobody ever claimed for us that we 
were shooting sardines across the line on the 
north front, and most of us felt mighty uncom- 
fortable about the whole business. There was 
a phase to it, too, quite apart from the allied 
unfairness to the Russian people. That is, what 
took place over there estranged from all those 
who sought to end war by means of a league 
of nations that radical element which except for 
the allied attitude toward Russia would prob- 
ably be working for the league now and calling 
everybody opposed to it names in the manner 
characteristic of radicals. It is too late now for 
that support to the league to be retrieved. Ev- 
erybody in the radical camp has by this be- 
come irreconcilable. All those people require 
another war and another settlement in which 
to hope for more to say about it. They are like 
Jim Reed, who thinks we have really just begun 
to fight; and Hi Johnson, who says that in try- 
ing to end war the Paris conference really laid 
the groundwork for a war beside which the 
late unpleasantness was no more than a work- 
out. Let us hope it is true that everybody else 
is to pull out, leaving the Russians to. settle 
among themselves the issue which divides them. 
There are enough of them to settle it, and there 
are not enough of us to keep them from settling 
it.

We had reached such a pitch 
that before an action units detailed 
& reserve of leaders, who did not 
tnke part in the fighting, in order 
that there might be some leaders 
Jeft at the end of it. 

It was necessary to instruct the 
troops according to the tactical les- 
rons gained in the latest fighting. 
These were, more extenged forma- 
tions for infantry, greater import- 
ance to be attached to the “soft- 
spot” tactics (known to the allies 
as “filtering through’ at weak 
spots in a line), better co-opera- 
tion between groups and compan- 
ion arms, and between infantry 
and artillery. 

The Twenty-eighth Division ane 
detachments of the Third Jager 
Battalion, troops that had had a 
particularly thorough tactical 
training, were moved to the neigh- 
borhood of Avesnes. The details 
were discussed and practiced with 
them, and then demonstrated to a 
large number of senior officers, in- 
cluding most of the army com- 
manders and many corps com- 
manders. In this way recent ex- 
perience was quickly placed within 
reach of the whole army. 

Long Shots Harass Focs. 

All armies were specially in- 
structed to devote particular care 
to men and horses in rest. Troops 
in the line could, of course, not be 
spared as 1 should have wished. 
Those in the new positions had a 
hard time; but the enemy was no 
better off, although in many 
places, particulary as regards our 
troops on the old Somme battle- 
field, his billets were better than 
ours. That was unavoidable. But 
we tried to make up for it by bom- 
barding many places with long- 
range guns and bombing. 

In addition to improvements fn 
discipline, much attention was 
paid to vigorous training in rear of 
the whole army, and in many parts 
of the actual front. 

The equipment of the troops was 
completed. Each infantry com- 
pany, which had hitherto had four 
light machine guns, now received 
a fifth, as well as improved rifle- 
grenades. Machine guns were is- 
sued to supply columns and trans- 
port, as a protection against air- 
craft, and the equipment of the ar- 
tillery with them was gradually 
completed. 

The first anti-tank rifles came in; 
they were effective, but unfortu- 
nately very heavy, and took two 
men to work them; so that meant 
the loss of one rifleman. 

The men’s rations were suffi- 
cient, but very inferior to those vf 
the enemy. Grazing turned out to 
be favorable; the horses found 
enough to eat and gained strengtr 
but there was not much corn. 
Health had so far been good. The 
first cases of influenza appeared, 
but the medical officers classifiec 
them as slight. 

In the middle of May we com- 
menced to concentrate the troops 
whd were to break through over 
the Chemin des Dames. The pre- 
liminary work was completed up 
to time. The artillery was brought 
into action according to Col. 
Bruchmuller’s proposals, which 
were also adopted as regards the 
preparatory artillery fire. (It was 
Col. Bruchmuller who had organ- 
ized the artillery for the breaks 
thorough at St. Quentin and Ar- 
mentieres in March and April.) 

Blames a German General. 

I frequently visited the army 
commanders concerned and was 

most favorably impressed. 

On May 27 the attack began be- 
tween Vauxaillon and Lapigneul. 
Once more it proved a bDrililant 
success. I had thought we should 
only succeed in reaching the neigh- 
borhood of Soissons and Fismes. 
By the second and third days these 
objectives had in places been left 
far behind. 

We had gained ground especially 
beyond Fismes, not so much be- 
yond Soissons. 

It was most regrettable that one 
headquarters did not perceive the 
\favorable situation at Soissons, and 
that we did not push ahead with 
the same energy as at Fismes, al- 
though it would have been possi- 
ble. Otherwise our situation would 
have been considerably better, not 
only at Soissons, but on the whole 
front of the attack. It would have 
been more than doubtful whether 
_the French would have held their 
positions between the Oise and the 
Aisne any longer. 

This was another case when in a 
few moments much might have 
been achieved which was left un- 
done. The Commander in Chief 
sits and thinks, and can make all 
preparations, but the execution of 
his plans is no longer in his hands. 
On the battlefield he must make 
the best of the “fait accompli.”

Ignores Feat of Americans. 

The center of the Seventh Army 
advanced to the south as far as the 
Marne. Its left wing and the right 
of the First Army, which had, as 
intended, prolonged the atack on 
the left towards Reims, pushed 
ahead between the Marne and the 
Vesle towards the wooded heights 
of Reims, where they soon encoun- 
tered resistance too stiff to be 
overcome. 

The right wing of the Seventh 
Army gained ground between the 
Aisne and the Marne, southwest of 
Soissons and as far as the eastern 
edge of the forest of Villers-Cot- 
terets, and captured Chauteau- 
Thierry. Gen. Foch concentrated 
strong reserves southwest of Reims 
and near Soissons, with which he 
made fruitless counter-attacks 
which subsequently e::tended as far 
as Chauteau-Thierry. 

Early in June we stopped our 
advance. General headquarters did 
not intend to attack further except 
between the Aisne and the Forest 
of Villers-Cotterets, southwest of 
Soissons. We wanted to gain more 
ground to the westward, on ac- 
count of the railway which leads 
from the Aisne valley east of Sois- 
sons into that of the Vesle, and af- 
fords tactical support to the attack 
of the Highteenth Army on the line 
Montdidier-Noyon. 

“Superior” to Our Troops. 

In spite of a few unavoidable 
temporary crises, our troops re- 
mained masters of the _ situation 
both in attack and defense. They 
proved themselves superior to both 
the English and the French, even 


when their opponents were assist- _ 


ed by tanks. At Chateau-Thierry, 
Americans who had been a long 
time in France had bravely 
tacked our thinly-held fronts; but 
they were unskillfully led, at- 
tacked in dense masses, and failed. 
Here, too, our men felt them- 
selves superior. 

_Our tactics had proved sound in 
every way, our losses, eompared 
with those of the enemy and the 
large number of prisoners, though 
in themselves distressing, had been 
very slight. Again, the cessation 
of the attack did not take place 
early enough at all points. Here 
and there it was continued where 
defense was already indicated. 
With a few exceptions the troops 
had everywhere displayed good 
conduct and endurance. 

On the whole, the impression 
had been very favorable. The 
group of the German Crown Prince 
had gained a great tactical victory 
in the offensive. The enemy had 
been forced to put in more of his 
reserves than the troops we had 
expended. Paris once more re- 
ceived the impression of defeat, 
and many inhabitants left the city. 

“Tiger” Disappoints Hun. 

In the session of the Chamber 
early in June, which I awaited 
with interest, there appeared, in- 
deed, no access of weakness. Clem- 
enceau’s words were full of pride 
and exemplary strength: “We are 
now giving ground but we shall 
mever surrender.” ‘‘We shall be 
victorious, if the public authorities 
are equal to their task.” “I fight 
before Paris, I shall fight in Paris, 
I shall fight behind Paris.” ‘“‘Re- 
member the fate of Thiers and 
Gambetta; I do not long for the 
difficult and thankless task of 
Thiers.”’ 

Even after this second great de- 
feat in one year the entente was 
not yet ready for peace. 

It was a strategical disadvant- 
age to us that we had been unable 
to take Reims and push our 
armies further forward in this 
area into the mountain country. 
The supply of the center of the 
Seventh Army was thereby re- 
stricted to the bread gauge rail- 
way which leads from the valley 
of the Aisne, east of Soissons, 
into that of the Vesle. 

In order to render the traffic 
without accidents the construc- 
tion of a second curve to connect 
the two valleys further to the 
eastward was ordered. It was 
not possible to put in other broad- 
gauge sections south of the Aisne, 
as the country was so difficult. 

From Laon a broad-gauge line 
ran direct to Soissons via Anizy. 
The tunnel north of the town, be- 
tween the Aisne and the Aijilette, 
had been blown up and had to be 
repaired. One meter-gauge line 
and sundry light railways led to- 
wards the left wing of the Seventh 
Army and the right wing of the 
first, and they afforded great re- 
lief; but they had first to be ex- 
tended across the two trench sys- 
tems before they could be con- 
nected up to those already in our 
possession. 


The unfavorable railway com- 
munication threw a great strain 
on our mechanical transport, 
which again made the fuel situa- 
tion serious. 


Had to Put Off Attack. 


On June 1, as intended, our at- 
tack had already been extended 
to the west as far as the junction 
of the Ailette and the Aisne. The 
transfer of the necessary artillery 
had been carried out smoothly. 
fighting took us forward in 
the trench system which we had 
abandoned in March, 1917. 

It was intended that the Eight- 
teenth Army should attack on 
June 7 between Montdidier and 
Noyon, the Seventh to attack at 
the same time southwest of Sois- 
sons. At a conference early in 
June at Eighteenth Army Head- 
quarters I became convinced that 
its preliminary artillery work 
would not be done in time. The 
arrival of the reinforcing artillery 
from the Seventh Army had been 
delayed. . 

The attack was therefore post- 
poned to June 9. This was a 
drawback, since it thus lost much 
of its tactical connection with the 
great action between the Aisne and 
the Marne, for which a local oper- 
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ation southwest of Soissons could 
form no complete substitute. The 
enemy would find the transfer of 
his reserves facilitated. In spite of 
these objections I decided for tha 
later date because through prepa- 
ration was essential to success and 
to keep down casualties. 

The attack of the Eighteenth 
Army began on the $th and was 
directed on the right toward Mery, 
on the left against very strong po-- 
sitions on the- high ground just 
west of the Oise. This time the 
enemy was prepared, but our in- 
fantry got through his whole 
trench system and beyond it, in 
some places as far as the Aronde. 

French Smash His Plans, 

On the llth the enemy directed 
very heavy counter-attacks, partic- 
ularly against our right on Mery, 
which gained some ground. They 
continued throughout the 12th and 
13th without result. In conse- 
quence of the great accumulation 
of enemy troops G. H. Q. directed 
the Eighteenth Army to stop the 
attack on the lith, in order to 
avoid casualties. It was quite evi- 
dent that the attack commenced in 
the meantime by the Seventh 
Army southwest of Soissons would 
not get through. 

The action of the Eighteenth 
Army had not altered the strate- 
gical situation brought about b7 
the attack of the Seventh Army 
(that is the Seventh Army was still 
in the Marne pocket) nor had it 
provided any fresh tactical data 

In the middle of June nearly the 
whole of the new front of the Ger- 
man Crown Prince’s group became 
quiet. Only between the Aisne ana 
the Forest of Villers-Cotterets 
some tension remained, which oc- 
casionally broke out into local ac- 
tions. On both banks of the An- 
dre, between Rheims and the 
Marne, matters also remained 
somewhat unsettled. 

The captured territory provided 
us with plentiful resources, and 
eased our food supply.

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KAISER, EARLY IN WAR OPPOSED USE 


OF U-BOATS, SAYS VON TIRPIT y 6 


By ALFRED VON TIRPITZ, 
Grand Admiral of th German Navy. 
Tenth Installment. 


HEN one thinks that there 
were those who called Beth- 


mann-Hollweg an “Tron 
Chancellor” and recalls the indom- 
itable being who molded the 
destinies of Germany in the early 
days of the Empire, one is filled 
with woe at the realization that in 
her hours of direct need Germany 
lacked such men. 

Men cannot live forever, but had 
the Kaiser not estranged Bis- 
marck, his policies might have en- 
dured and he might have left men 
of his own school to stand by the 
Emperor and the nation in thcir 
crisis. Efforts were made to erad- 
icate the misunderstanding which 
had arisen between these two men, 
but they came too late. 

In June, 1897, I suggested to the 
Kaiser that the next ship to be 
launched should be given the nama 
Graf Bismarck. I knew that the 
former Chancellor and his family 
labored under the entirely erro- 
neous impression that the ship 
bearing his name had been inten- 
tionally stricken from the list at 
the time of his resignation. 


By this means I hoped to nar- 
row the breach between Bismarck 
and the Government, and I wanted 
personaliy to go to Friedrichsruh 
(Frederick's Rest, Bismarck’s 
favorite country place near Ham- 
burg) and deliver to him the invi- 
tation to christen the ship which 
was to bear his name. Incidentally 
Il saw an opportunity to win the 
fallen Chancellor’s blessing for the 
naval bill. 


(The naval bill was the question 
of the day in Germany “at that 
time. Although Bismarck still held 
his seat in the Reichstag, he sel- 
dom entered political controver- 
sies. The Clericals and Socialists 
opposed the naval bill and to com- 
bat them Von Tirpitz shrewdly at- 
tempted to enlist the former Chan- 
cellor’s aid. His wide popularity 
had been shown shortly before 
when the German people made 
him a gift of more than $1,000,000. 
——Editor’s Note.) 


The Emperor agreed, but later, 
before I had made my visit, sent 
Bismarck an official letter inviting 
him to launch a ship, the name for 
which he did not disclose. His 
purpose was by a graceful act to 
increase the pleasure of the Prince 
by adding to it the element of sur- 
prise when he should learn that 
the ship he was to christen bore 
his own name. Such kindly acts 
were characteristic of the Em- 
peror. 

Bismarck, ignorant of the honor 
which was to be done him, replied 
that he was too old for such things. 
Then I received the command to 
straighten out the situation which 
innocently enough had gotten into 
a pretty muddle. 


Visit to “Iron Chancellor.” 


When I entered his house the 
family were already at the table. 
The Prince was sitting at the end. 
He rose, his manner cold but po- 
lite, and looking very much the 
grand seigneur, remained standing 
until I was seated. He was tor- 
mented by violent neuralgic pains 
and kept holding to his cheek In- 
dia rubber bottles filled with hot 
water. He ate scraped meat and 
only spoke with the greatest diffi- 
culty. 

After drinking a bottle and a 
half of champagne, he became 
more lively. When the simple meal 
was finished, the Countess Wil- 
helm Bismarck (the wife of his 
younger son) lit his long pipe for 
him and left the room. 

The atmosphere was sultry. Sud- 
denly the Prince’s great eyebrows 
contracted. He gave me an an- 
nihilating look and growled: 

“IT am no tomeat that gives off 
sparks when it is stroked.” 

I am not generally very ready 
with my tongue, but I could not 
remain silent in the face of these 
desperate prospects, so I replied: 

“So y as I know, those are 
only blick cats, your highness.”’ 

Count Kuno Rantzau (Bis- 
matk’s son-in-law and a distant 
relative of the present Count 
Brockdorff-Rantzau) put in eager- 


ly: 

‘The Admiral its right. Only 
black cats do that.” 

The atmosphere became less 
electric I delivered my message 
and Bismarck replied that he 
could not go to Kiel and put on 
his uniform and spurs, ending with 
the words, “I do not wish to ap- 
pear before the public as a ruin.” 

Drank Beer in Carriage. 

After we had been sitting at the 
table about two hours he asked 
me to go for a ride with him 
through Sachsen wald (Saxon 
Forest, a beautiful tract of wood- 
land on Bismarck’s Lauenberg 
estates). He never rested in the 
afternoon. The carriage in which 
we rode was loaded with big bot- 
tles of beer piled to the right and 
left of us. The Prince continually 
opened and drank them, but I 
found it hard to keep pace with 
his iron constitution. 

So that he could speak freely in 
the presence of the coachman, the 
Prince did not use German and 
because his nature combined deli- 
cacy with forcefulness, and be- 
cause he knew me to be familiar

with it, he chose English as the 
best medium. He spoke the lan- 
guage excellently. 

He was unsparing in his criti- 
cism of the Emperor but did not 
mind my taking exception to his 
strong expressions, for he realized 
that as an officer I must take the 
Emperor's side. 

Twice after this I visited the 
aged Prince. The last time was 
with the Emperor who announced 
himself with his whole suite rath- 
er suddenly in  Friederichsruh 
just after the ceremonial de- 
parture of Prince Henry for 
Tsingtao. 

(Tsaingtao or Kaiaochow, one 
of the principal seaports of the 
Shantung peninsula. The port 
and adjoining territory had just 
been taken by Germany (Novem- 
ber, 1897, in retaliation for the 
murder of two German mission- 
aries by Chinese bandits. Prince 
Henry, at the head of the Second 
Fleet was sent over to take formal 
possession.) 

Bismarck received the Emperor 
in his wheel chair at the modest 
entrance to his country home. We 
went straight to the table where 
Bismarck seated himself painfully 
and with some assistance. He ap- 
peared to be completely fagged by 
the effort, but after he had been 
sitting for some time he livened 
up again. 

My place was diagonally oppo- 
site the old Prince and I had at 
my side Von. Moltke, the future 
general. 

Kaiser Talked Trivialities. 

Bismarck.tried to engage the 
Emperor in\} conversation on our 
political relations with France, 
but much to my disappointment 
the Kaiser did not follow up these 
openings. Instead he talked of 
nothing but anecdotes, a habit 
quite usual at the Imperial table. 
Wheneveg Bismarck attempted to 
switch the talk around to politics, 
the Emperor ignored it. 

Von Moltke whispered to me, 
‘it is terrible.””’ We felt that here 
was a brutal lack of reverence for 
such a man. Then Bismarck ut- 
tered a few words, the prophetic 
weight of which impressed them 
indelibly on our minds: 

“Your Majestry, as long as you 
have officers’ corps you can do 
everything you want. When you 
no longer have them, things will 
be quite different.” 

The apparent nonchalence with 
which this came out, as if there 
were nothing in.it at all, showed 


—— 


an extraordinary presence of 
mind. It revealed the master. 
One could not mistake the reproof 
which it expressed for the incon- 


Sequential nature of the Emperor. 


Germany Depressed. 

How often in the first months of 
the war I longed for a leader such 
as this old man had been, whose 
crumbling body could not dim or 
fetter his mind. Instead of the 
iron men of 1870, we had weak- 
ness—weakness on every side. 
When we should have acted, we 
were still: and when we should 
have waited, we rushed precipi- 
tately. To show the state we were 
in when our plans, originally de- 
signed to crush our enemies in a 
matter of weeks, went awry, I can- 
not do better than to quote from 

a letter to my wife written in 
October, 1914. I was then at 
grand headquarters, Charleville. 

“A wave of depression is pass- 
ing over all of Germany. Here 
things go neither forward nor 
backward, and even time is against 
us. Even in the east we are not 
meeting with the real success we 
should; we are not attaining our 
aims. Even the neutrals are 
against us. The gigantic hopes of 
August have flown. The Kaiser 
and Bethmann-Hollweg are not 
holding out well. They have not 
the force nor the will. The Kai- 
ser, forsooth, seems to have given 
the Chancellor permission to go 
begging. 

“I am of no earthly use what- 
ever here. I had much better be 
with the fleet. I have not seen 
the Kaiser since I have been here. 
How can the end be good after 
such a start? 

“This war is really the wildest 
insanity in which the white races 
ever engaged. We are exterminat- 
ing each other on the continent in 
order that England may reap the 
profits. Moreover, this same per- 
fidious Albion, which has earned 
the name through centuries, is 
ready to indict us before the whole 
world as the guilty party. 

“One almost loses one’s faith In 
goodness. Of course, we are not 
entirely without blame, but that is 
the fault of our leaders. Their 
braggadocio was always sickening 
and especially hateful to me. And 
the wrong of it all is that Capelle 
quite rightly wrote me _ recently 
that Iam now counted among the 
Chauvinists and Jingoes.” 

(Admiral Edward Capelle was 
at this time director of operations

“Today I had a long letter from 
Ballin. He is working hard for a 
better understanding with En- 
gland. Meanwhile, we should be 
striking England with every ounce 
of our power at sea. We have let 
ourselves be surprised. If things 
go on thus at sea, our forces will 
soon be wiped out and the English 
will inclose us in a circle of mines. 
Then our fléet will be bottled.” 

‘Ballin demands of me that I at- 
tempt to come to some sort of a 
naval agreement with Churchill 
(at that time First Lord of the 
British Admiralty.) In other 
words, he wants us to abandon our 
independent attitude toward En- 
gland and become a vassal state 
after the French pattern. If our 
Liebe Herr Gott doesn’t make a 
special intercession it may come to 
that. The ground is preparing for 
this new departure and I am play- 
ing the role of the wicked scoun- 
drel of the war. 

“The Kaiser is against the use 
of submarines and some of his ad- 
visers are afraid that they would 
give Italy a pretext to war on us. 
I am convinced that by not using 
them we are only frittering away 
the sympathy of neutrals. When 
we do not strike they lose their re- 
spect for us. We must show them 
our strength. 

“But above all, Instead of talk- 
ing of coming to an agreement 
with her, we must get our knif 
into the English.”

This prize 
kitchen is the result of a contest con- 
ducted in which several hundred 
women submitted designs of what 
they considered ideal kitchens. 
Housewives are interested by reason 
of the fact that the kitchen is 
planned and designed by a woman, 
and male architects are interested to 


know what women really consider is 


a model kitchen. 

“One of the chief charms of this 
kitchen is the ‘step savin’ devices,” 
said Mrs. A. Louise Andrea, the well- 
known household and culinary ex- 
pert, and the one who acted as a 
jury of award for designs. 

Study the plan of the kitchen and 
you may see that not a detail has 
been overlooked. To be sure, this 
model kitchen is very small, quite as 
small in fact as the average kitchen- 


ette of an apartment, but remember 


the smaller your space the less steps 
you will have to tak>. Then a smal] 
kitchen in a house has many advan- 
tages over a small kitchen in an 
apartment, because the former has 
pantry space and a comnecting back 
porch. 

“In planning this kitchen two very 
important questions have been con- 
sidered,” continued Mrs. Andrea, 
“the height of the sink and the plac- 
ing of the water and drainaye pipes. 
Strange to say, the average man who 
fite up a kitchen must imagine that 
woman is more or less of a dwarf. 


The sink is usually about 30 inches 


high and sometimes only 23, which 
makes many a tall woman bend and 
double herself into all sorts of fan- 
tastic shapes. Now this sink is 34 
inches high, which is a he:ght that 
just about fits the average American 


woman. Of course you may say it's 


only four inches higher, but remem-

“Free Air”—For the Family, Not the Auto.

many of us changed our winter 
sleeping habits and became fol- 
lowers of cot, tent or summer porch 
plans of taking rest. And now that 
the fall is approaching, we may be 
equally planning to “pick up our 
beds” and walk indoors with them. 
Why do we contemplate anything 
so foolish? If fresh air is good for 
us in the summer, why is it not 
equally good for us in the winter. 
The dust and gas and ashes from 
heating systems of the modern home 
would make it seem even more im- 
portant to breathe clean air in win- 
ter than in summer. “But I sleep 
with the windows open anyway, and 
that’s just the same” is what I often 
hear. But it just isn’t! No number 
of windows open will be equal to the 
effect of sleep taken in an outside 
room porch unconnected with any 


D many « the summer, perhaps 


purposes during the day. 

Outdoor sleeping increases circu- 
lation because the body is thus stim- 
ulated by natural means to keep suf- 
ficiently warm to meet the air tem- 
perature. This speeds the blood and 
increases appetite, makes for weight, 
and thus prevents tendencies toward 
tuberculosis. 

On several occasions I have shov- 
eled the snow out of the beds of our 
youngsters, but they are samples of 
health notwithstanding. Now that 
we are accustomed to it, none of us 
can sleep well in an indoors room— 
we “feel stifled.” Both my babies 
have slept outdoors since birth, with 
what seems to be attendant freedom 
from colds and snuffies. I know 
that for me, who lead a somewhat 
sedentary life, it offers me that 
fresh air at night which I am some- 
what deprived of during the day. 

The most single cause of death in

heating system, and unused for other, 


the United States today is tubercu- 
losis. In 1913 tuberculosis was re- 
sponsible for 10 per cent of all deaths 
from all causes! In New York City 
alone it caused 13.8 per cent of 
deaths; but note, the mortality in 
the rural districts is only about 71 
per cent of what it is in cities! Free 
air, fresh air, space and light are 
the enemies of this dread disease, 
which takes a larger toll than does 
war. The Indians died off as an im- 
portant race as soon as the white 
people made them wear clothes and 
live in houses—they never had heard 
of the “white plague” before. 

Now while we may not be able to 
change our office, or our factory or 
other work conditions, we can get 
eight hours of fresh air, free, every 
night—and we must do it. The se- 
cret of successful warm sleeping is 
to have as much covers under as 
over the sleeper; and second, not to 
allow one tiny portion of the body, 
save hands and face, to be uncov- 
ered. A sleeping bag and two or 
three wool or army blankets will let 
us brave the winter weather without 
a wince. I promise you that you will 
be so warm that you will hate to get 
up out of that cozy outdoor bed! 
And now is the time to keep right on 
with outdoor habits. Don't go in- 
doors even for a night. Add more 
cover under and over, get into canton 
flannel sleeping garments, but don’t 
go inside. It will develop your re- 
sistance and help you keep free from 
an yinfluenza and similar epidemics.
